Dear Ms. Strickland: 


Several months ago, we corresponded about my Booth family heritage, when I sent you a 
copy of the Booth family tree. You were kind enough to reply to my inquiry about the various 
books which you have available, sending along a catalog. Due to a very busy year in my law 
practice, my attention was directed to business, rather than much work in genealogy for the latter 
part of the year. Therefore, my apologies are in order for the lengthy delay in responding to your 
letter. 


I have been doing some weekend research in the Dallas Public Library and ran across 
several of your books, which prompted me to find the catalog and send you the attached book 
order and check. 


Being something of a novice in genealogy, I have been trying to set a research pattern for 
my various interests. Although my experience in the area of in-depth research as a lawyer has 
been very useful in the area of genealogy, getting “to know the genealogical tools and research 
ropes” has been an experience. 


In addition to the Booth family tree, which I previously sent, I now have copies of my 
Roberts family tree and a Chatham family tree. My great-grandparents on the Roberts side were 
Marion F. Roberts and Virginia (“Vinnie”) Ryan Roberts. Vinnie was the daughter of G.W.__ 
Ryan, a Civil War veteran, Jasper County Probate Judge and Congregational Methodist Minister. 
‘G.W. married a Chatham, as many of the Booths did, as well, which is why use of the three 
family trees together helps paint a good picture of the history of this group of people. You 
profiled G.W. Ryan in your book, “Jasper County MS Records, etc.” 


I thought it may be of interest to you to have copies of the Roberts and Chatham trees, 
which are enclosed. Both of these are a good 10-15 years or more out of date. I have put the 
Roberts tree onto computer and am slowly helping to bring it up to date. For example, there is 
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virtually nothing on my immediate family and children, or my father and his brother. Another 
branch of the Roberts family put this tree together, and since my father died in 1955 when I was 
13, those assembling the tree in the 60's and 70's had little information to go on for our side. I 
was given a copy of the tree when I attended a Roberts family re-union in Newton County this 
past summer. 


The community of Roberts, MS, (now defunct, but still on most maps) on the 
Newton/Jasper border is named after our family. Marion’s homestead was about 100 feet over 
the county line in Newton County and the 1,000 acre farm operated by he and his brothers, was 
in Jasper County in the northwest corner. 


I call your attention to the last few pages of the Roberts family tree, which provides 
information about an 1811 passport from GA to MS, where many of my Roberts ancestors and 
the Spencer Chatham family (Spencer was married to Elizabeth Roberts) traveled together in the 
immigration from South Carolina to Mississippi. While several of the Roberts settled in Greene 
and Jackson Counties, others later moved to Jasper County, as did Spencer Chatham (but later). 


With the above discussion, I am sure you can tell that I now am back into the genealogy 
area with great interest. ] am finding Jasper County to be a wonderfully interesting study in 
Mississippi history. 


You previously asked some questions about my Booth family connections in the area, 
and in Clarke County. You mentioned the story about “Puss”; I am not familiar with that one, or 
that Booth near Pachuta. I have, however, visited with Miss Aline Booth of Morton, MS, this 
past summer, age 89. Her father, John Booth (buried in the Green Valley Cemetery) and my 
grandmother, Eliza Booth Roberts, were brother and sister. She gave me some good background 
and oral history that I never knew. 


I got a laugh out of your information that a Strickland married Leonia Chatham. I think 
that every other generation or so, a Booth married a Chatham. Now I find a Ryan ancestor 
married a Chatham. It looks like every time someone when “wife-hunting”, they went to what 
some local Jasper County residents still refer to as “Chathamtown”, which is an area between 
Rose Hill and Green Valley. 


If you have any Booth, Roberts, or Chatham questions, please pass them along and I will 
see if I can locate the answers.

In August, 1996, my cousin and I spent time at the Mississippi State Archives in Jackson, 
researching genealogical information on the Booth family of the Rose Hill area in Jasper County. 
Our great-grandparents were W.T. and Clementina Booth, both of whom are buried in Green 
Valley Cemetery north of the Rose Hill Community. During our visit to Mississippi, we also 
visited Jasper County, renewing old acquaintances from my childhood (my father, William 
Booth Roberts, b. 1912, grew up in Rose Hill). 


I copied excerpts from the compilation which you have made of Jasper County records 
and just noticed a comment on one page regarding your efforts to obtain information on Jasper 
County families. My cousin, Jan Lundy-Iufer of San Diego, CA has compiled a Booth family 
tree, showing many Jasper County connections, as well a Chatham family tree (the Booths and 
Chathams are related through marriage in various generations). 


Enclosed is a copy of each family tree for your use. You might note a good bit of White 
family information here also; they were a large family in that area. Clementina Booth’s maiden 
name was White. Some of the Booth information needs updating, and we are in the process of 
doing that. If you wish, we will send you a copy of that update. 


You have created a wonderful historical record for Jasper County. I know that the loss of 
the courthouse in Paulding has inhibited much research. I am originally from Gulfport and as a 
practicing lawyer, tried to search some old land records there many years ago, in vain, because of 
these lost records. I thank you for your good work, particularly as it relates to genealogy. 


Please let me know if we can help with additional information. I would be particularly 
interested in knowing what other publications you have authored relating to Jasper County.

White, Moses. (AFN 9V7R-T9). b. September 28, 1785 (in 1768 per AFN 9V7R-TR) in Spartanburg, 
SC. Married Martha Wofford (AFN 9V7R-3H) in 1807. She was born September 28, 1785 or 
(according to DAR records) January 18, 1788 (or 1770 per AFN 9V7R-3H) in Spartanburg District, SC 
(1788 per 185° !asper Co. census p. 69). She was the child of Joseph Wofford and Martha Llewelyn. 
Moses must nu: have been too ambitious in his early years because Martha White's mother, Martha 
Llewelyn Wofford, made the statement in her diary that "she could peace as soon as Martha White had 
some security." One date, 1832, was on Moses White’s will. Moses did improve and evidently acquired a 
good bit of property around Spartanburg but when his father died he named his nephew, Samel Floyd, 
executor of his will. (Samuel Floyd was Moses Whites father’s sister's son, who was raised by Moses 
White.) Moses contested the will and lost, then sold all of his property and moved to Mississippi in 1839. 
He had two daughters who were married and didn't come to MS with him. In Martha Wofford's brother's 
will, Benjamin Wofford left $3,000 for all her children living at his death “except that none of this would 
go to Mrs. Harvey Wofford, as she is otherwise provided for". He died September 15, 1844 at Rose Hill, 
MS. Per 1850 census, her property was valued at $1000. She died November 1, 1879 at "Aunt Polly

Eleanor (Nellie) White. b. February 12, 1812 in Spartanburg Dist., SC. Married Harvey 
Wofford on January 8, 1835 in Spartanburg Co., SC. (He was her first cousin.) He died in 1877. 
She died June 5, 1892. 
Anna F. White. b. March 7 or 15, 1815. in Spartanburg District., SC. d. March 5, 1864. 
Rebecca White. b. January 1, 1815 in Spartanburg, Sumpter Co., SC. (1850 census). Married 
John William Chatham, born 1810 in Sumpter Co., SC per 1811 passport through Indian 
Nations. She was a tiny little woman who smoked a pipe and would get her grandchildren to get 
a coal of fire for her to light it with. They were married ("statements July 18, 1863 and 
November 6, 1879"). He died at Rose Hill, MS in 1871. Buried at Green Valley Cemetery, Rose 
Hill, MS. She died at Rose Hill, MS in 1901. Child: 
William Oscar Chatham. b. June 13, 1841. d. September 20, 1862. Killed in the 
battle of Chickamauga during the Civil War fighting under his uncle, Captain John 
White. Apparently "the family took wagons, went to Tennessee, packed their bodies in 
coal and brought them back home". 
Moses Young Chatham. b. December 27, 1842. d. July 28, 1933. Married Laura 
Sheely from Alabama. She was born January 30, 1841 and died March 8, 1915. "He 
was Earnest Lovitt's grandfather." 
Wesley or John Wesley Chatham. b. 1845. d. between 1873 and 1880. Died of 
scrofula (tuberculosis of the lymph glands). Single. "Grandmother said it fell his lot to 
look after the family during the Civil War. She said his responsibilities and worries 
were so great that his mother said his pillow sould be wet every morning from tears he 
would shed the night before. 
Spencer Chatham. b. in NC per census records. Married Eliza Roberts who came 
from Sumpter Co., SC per census records. Married in Spartanburg Dist., SC per entry 
in old White family bible. They left SC and went by wagon train to MS. This is proved 
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by a copy of the passport they got to pass through the Creek Indian Nation in 1811. It is 
unknown how long it took them to get to MS - possibly several years. One of their 
daughters was born en route, in AL. MS became a state in 1817 and the first tax 
records are from 1820. The 1820 tax records show family in Green Co., MS which was 
then a territorial county. There were several other Chatham families with adjoining 
land in Green Co. at the same time, which would indicate kinship, but it has not been 
proven. “Uncle Lum” said that he was told many times that Spencer Chatham and 
family, together with the Willis Lewis family, left Green Co. and went to Jasper Co. 
because of stories the Indians told about good land and abundant game. In 1832, was 
still in Green Co., MS per marriage records that showed he performed a wedding that 
year. In the first book of appointments, Spencer Chatham was appointed Justice of the 
Peace for 1818, 1822, and 1825. In Jasper Co. 1834 -1836 about the same time of the 
Moses White family arrival. He was a "rugged old character". Children:

Hugh Chatham. Married Susannah. They called her "Aunt Suckey".

Eliza Chatham. Married somebody named White.

October 12, 
187_. Calvin died April 4, 187_. 
Elizabeth Chatham. Married somebody named Loper. Lived near Newton and died 
young. 
Mary Ann (Polly) Chatham. b. January 6, 1848. d. 1916. Married Middleton M. 
Merrell. He was born January 6, 1849 and died January 10, 1932. (Martha Wofford 
White died at Aunt Polly Merrell's breakfast table.) See p. 11, 12, 13, 14. 
(Harvey) Hugh Chatham. b. June 15, 1852 at Rose Hill, MS. Harvey died at Rose 
Hill, MS January 3, 1948. Married Triphenia or Tryphenia Reed, who was born 
October 15, 1853 at Rose Hill, MS. Married September 13, 1880. They resided at Rose 
Hill, MS. He died September 19, 1890 at Rose Hill, MS. She died January 3, 1948 at 
Rose Hill, MS. They are buried at Green Valley Cemetery, Rose Hill, MS. Children:

John White. b. January 3, 1829. Wasa laborer (age 21) per census. Capt. in the Civil War. 
Killed at Chickamauga.

Wofford, Joseph. 1741 - 1826+ (1747 per AFN 9V7M-Kc in Rock Creek, Prince de Georges Do., MD) 
or born 1743 and died 1831. Came to Spartanburg, SC. Small man, round shouldered, quick of 
movement, irritable in disposition, quick to resent, quick to forgive. He married Martha Llewellyn in the 
Tabernacle Church, Spartanburg, SC (per LDS above) in 1768. She was the daughter of Hugh Llewellyn, 
whose father was born in Wales. She was born in 1752 in PA (confirmed by 9V7M-LJ) of Quaker parents 
and was brought while young by her father to South Carolina. Joseph lived in Spartanburg County, not 
far from the south side of Tyger River. She was a deeply religious woman whose husband was so 
irreligious that he would not allow her the means of riding to church so she sometimes had to walk. 
Though "by no means a wealthy man” in the Revolution, he was captain of a company in the famous 
Snow Company, which formed a part of the Spartan Regiment under Col. John Thomas Sr. (for which the 
district was named in 1776), in the American forces in the Revolution. He mustered before the revolution 
at a place called the Walnut Trees, just beyond James Creek and near a spring and Runyan Newman's 
place. "He was with the troops in Charleston and in command of a company before the fall of that city and 
fell back to Ninety-Six". certain it is that he remained a devoted Whig. On one occasion while he was 
hiding out for safety, the Tories, led by Capt. Nat Young, watched his house closely; for they knew he had 
an urgent reason for wanting to be home. Having observed him enter, they captured him and threatened 
to hang him. Mrs. Wofford, lying in childbed, called to Young to come to her. As he sat on the edge of 
the bed, she pled with him for the life of her husband: "Nat, if Joe is killed tonight, it will kill me. I 
cannot survive the shock. So you will have to give account at the Great Day, not for killing Joe alone, but 
for killing two others. It is murder, Nat, and you know it. I plead tonight for the life of Joe, my life, and 
for the life of my babe.” Capt. Nat had once sued for her hand and her love, and he was touched by her 
helpless entreaty. He pledged her that not a hair of her husband's head should be hurt; and true to his 
word, he allowed Joe to escape. That night, Benjamin Wofford was born. Joe bore to his death scars 
about his head and neck received during the Revolution but he lived for at least 85 years and reared six 
children. In 1793 he was granted 61 acres on Tyger River, though he must have owned land before that, 
and in 1795 one for 417 acres on Two Mile Creek in Spartanburg County, and in 1797, one for 370 acres 
in the same county. These data, taken from the Grant Book in Columbia, show the general material 
welfare of the Wofford clan. Records show that a debt for 42 pounds was owed him and interest in Col. 
Roebuck's regiment since the fall of Charleston on May 12, 1780. Another indent, which he sold to 
Ferdinand Phinezy, is assigned and signed in Wofford's own hand. In 1802, Joe and several of the 
children joined the church. Benjamin became a minister two years later. Per 9V7M-KC, he died in 1831 
in Spartanburg Co., SC and is buried at Tabernacle Church, Spartanburg, SC. She died March 24, 1826 
in Spartanburg, SC. Children: 
Benjamin Wofford. Second of six children. b. October 19, 1780 (confirmed by AFN 9V7R-4N, 
which says at 96 District Dr., Spartanburg, SC) or 1788 in house on southern side of Hill's 
Bridge Road, 200 - 300 yards southeast of Tyger River and about 1/3 mile south of Tabernacle 
Methodist Church. He was a 48-year member of the Methodist Episcopal church, for 16 years a 
minister. He did missionary work in Kentucky; farmed, while serving the church as local 
deacon; entered the South Carolina Conference in 1816; and retired to his plantation. He was 
6'2". Died December 2, 1850 at age 70. Named after his uncle, a Tory; he was a Methodist 
Spartanburg minister and businessman. Married Anna Todd on July 30, 1807 (July 30, 1809 per 
AFN 9V7R-4N). Anna was born July 23, 1784. She is buried next to him on the Wofford 
College campus and was the daughter of Thomas Todd. Later married Maria Baron. Founder of 
Wofford College, by bequest of $100,000. 
Joseph Llewelyn Wofford. b. November 13, 1785 in Spartanburg, Co., SC (per AFN 9V7M- 
MP). Married Jane Huckabee (on August 20, 1809 in Spartanburg Co., SC perAFN 9V7Q-PG). 
He was married at another time to Eleanor (AFN 9V7R-RX). He died February 6, 1856 in 
Spartanburg Co., SC and is buried at Tabernacle Church, Spartanburg Co., SC. Child: 
Sara Wofford.
